CONVENT CF THE SACRED HEART, 
IN NEW YORK, BURNED. 



'Ite Position OB a High Hill Handicaps the 
Work af the nramen— Less •400,000— No 
Uaoi iMi— ViMi al »Mrtoi niiaoisi 

■tanton, Iowa, and Elsewhere. 

Naw York, Aug. 15.— The greater por- 
tion of the immense building known ax the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart is in ruins. The 
fire brohi oat al S 4'clock Moaday night and 
swept iTorylhlag bitori ii The total lose 
cannot fall short of $400,000, aad tbe prop- 
erty was insurixl for $200,000. Tbe cause of 
the heavy loss was due, not to any neglect of 
tho fire department, but to tbe fact that 
water could not be obtaliad. The nearest 
bydnml wat lira Mooha away, dowa a itoep 
hill. 

The buildings were on a high knoll and 
considerable time elapsed before hose could 
be laid. Even then tbe requisite force crtyM 
not he obtained. In the meantimp the main 
buildini; hud become a seething furnnoe. 
The liuiMinx occupied land two blocks loug 
and one in depih. Tbe elder one wag erected 
in 1>*^■J and (M>ntained lecture roomn, the 
chapel and dormitories, the parish school, 
a free school, p-u.sic hall — all were destroyed, 
including forty pianos and the Taluable 
lihrarj. Thousands of dollan Worth ot 
vestments were burned. 

Mother Duffy, the. treasurer, was too 
much excited to gtre any aooount of tbe or- 
igin of the flra All the Inmates of the build- 
ing are safe, so far as known. They were 
cared for at Manhattan oollega 

By 2 o'clock in the morning all the walls 
had fallen in except the chapel, and that 
,went down soon after. It li salid that the 
convent will not be again aniilit la thi iarac 
place, but further up town. 

Two Children Burned to Death. 

ScmfiTT. N. J., Aug. 1ft.— At 7 o'clock 
a. m. one of the camp cottages at Motmt 
Labor, Denville, N. J., burned to tbe ground 
and two chUdren were burned to death. 
The cottage belonged to the Rev. McCuskie, 
a Baptist minister of Ne#ark, N. J., who 
with his wife aad Ats chUdren were occupy- 
ing tbe cottage during the camping season. 
A servant started the fire with kerosene, 
which exploded and almost immediately the 
house was in ilamsa 

lir. llcCuskie was away from hono at the 
time, and lira McCuskie, with hir ohildran, 
were in bed aileep. Tha iirrani gave the 
alarm, and Mra MoCasUa qnrang cot of 
bed andaMsmptedto rtaaoa hir children.

$9,000,000 a month. To take from them 
this large excess not required for any 
neosssary and juat tiso, eren if done nn> 
der laws of taxation that were just and 
equitable, it would be vicious and hurtful 
to do it, but, when it is remembered that 
this money is not collected from taxes 
levied on lands and houses, gold and 
silver, l>onds and stocks, but npon the 
products of labor, upon the articles nec- 
essary to sustain life ; when it is remem- 
bered that the burden falls heaviest npon 
those least able to bear it and that the 
MBOunt exacted by tbe law is so much 
taken from the annual supply that must 
ntisfy tbe necessary wants of life and 
that the sum thus taken is equal to $47.10 
on every $100 of taxed articles, it is 
enough to startle tba country and arouse 
it to action. 

And still this is not all of tlie evil con- 
sequences that grow out of excessive and 
unjust Uxatlon. The Tast sum of money 
-taken from the legitimate channels of 
business and piled away in the Treasury 
vaults is constantly lowering tbe price of 
the products of labor not protected 
against competition and while increasing 
the demands of the tax gatherer decreases 
tbe power of tbe tax-payer to comply 
with these unjust exactions. The amount 
of money actually in circulation fixes the 
price of these commodities, as every- 
body knows, and when circulation is 
coiuracfed, prices fall, property shrinks 
in value and mortgages increase, 
and the struggle for existence be 
eones harder day by day. Tbe rich find 
their fortunes improved while the poorer 
citizen, who must live by his daily toil, 
finds himself anxiously inquiring how be 
Is to obtain employment and support for 
himself and those dependent upon him. 
By diverting tbe money of tbe country 
from the regular channels of circulation, 
consumption is necessarily arrested, be- 
cause there is little left to buy with, and 
when there Is diminished demand pro 
duction decreases in the same proporticm. 
Tlien employment is restricted, laborers 
are reduced and discharged and infllMing, 
distresi and diaoontant are saan on every 
hand. 

How does the laboring man and his 
dependent family get along under this 
condition of things ? If he has anything 
saved at all it is small in amount and soon 
gone. He bunts employment everywhere 
to find Instead hunger confronting him 
and his diatresaed family at every corner. 
That is tbe condition of tbe American 
laborer to^ay. With one hundred and 
twenty-nine millions piled up in the 
Treasury and increaaing at tbe rate of nine 
miUiona a month how lout will H ba be* 
fore stairn ttion and dearth will follow and 
bankruptcy and ruin be upon tbe people? 

The country is in a parilooirftuation. 
Tbe President in his message aptly de- 
fined tbe situation when be said " it is 
not a queation of theory, but a question 
of condition that confronts tbe country." 
Tha Damoorati have made an honest 
•iorl to fallave this condition of affairs. 
Thay bava paaaed in tbe House of Bep-
